A  leport  of  die  niinority  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Speakr 
er,  under  an  order  of  the  Housii  of  Delegincb,  of  the  24tli  Ju'tuary 
1S4S,  "to  .iscertai.i  forth\v-t':  t'le  amount  of  fe3s  and  emoluments 
of  the  clerk  of  Bultimore  ciiy  court,  the  clerk  rf  Baltiinoro  cuuniy 
court  and  the  register  of  wi'ls  for  Bultimore  city  and  couniy  for 
the  past  three  years,  1S45,  1846  and  1847,  j.nd  that  th'^y  have 
leave  losend  for  persons  and  pi:per3,and  to  report  to  thi^i  Kouie  as 
early  as  practicable;"  and  by  a  subsequent  order  adopted  on  the 
day  follow  ng,  the  25th  of  January,  ''that  the  committee  appoint- 
ed to  asceriain  the  amount  of  fees  and  emoluments  of  the  clerk 
of  Baltimore  city  court,  the  clerk  of  Baltimore  county  court  and 
the  registci  of  wills  for  Baltimore  city  and  county  for  the  past  three 
yeafs,  shall  ascertain  the  amount  of  fees  and  emoluments  of  the 
sheriff  of  Baltimore  city  durirg'  the  same  period,"  ask  leave  to 
report  the  following': 


1st.  In  regaid  to  the  fees,  and  emoluments  of  the 
clerk  of  Baltimore  city  court,  your  committee  pro- 
duce two  puptrs  haniied  to  tliem  by  William  M. 
Medcalft;,  Esq.,  former  clerk  of  said  court.  The 
first  paper,  marked  A.,  will  &hew  that  he  occupied 
the  offict;  eigliteen  yeais,  from  1827  to  1843,  and 
yielded  the  sum  of,  .  .  .  .

Takutg  into  consideration  the  lestimor;}'  of  the  cleik  of  Balti- 
Uioie  city  court,  and  the  pre?ent  sheriff  of  Baltiinore  ciiy,  youc 
coma)ittee  won  Id  state  that  the  fees  and  emoluments  for  each 
year  of  the  olhce  of  clerk  of  Baitimore  city  court  are  progressive. 

Mr.  Mcdcalfe  states  in  hi.^  examination  that  the  coniniissions  on 
licenses  were  enhanced  by  the  act  of  lS44  or  1845,  requiring  per- 
sons taking  out  license  to  make  affidavit  as  to  the  amount,  of  lueir 
capitid.  and  a'so  fee-  that  might  accumulate  under  t'le  suiup  law. 

Mr.  Keiilf'well,  ihe  present  s.ieiifT  of  Baiiimore  ciiy,  states  the 
reform  made  l^^-^  th"^  clerk  of  B  iliirnore  city  court,  must  have 
added  between  30,000  and  50,000  dollars  to  the  revenue  of  the 
State,  since  he  came  into  offi««. 


This  was  done  he  states  by  the  clerk  of  Ba'.limore  ci' y  court,  in 
conjunction  with  himself  and  his  predecessor, 

You.  committee  attempted  to  go  into  an  examinaiion  of  the 
office  of  fiheriU'of  Baltimore  city,  but  found  it  iaipossibfe  to  come 
to  any  conclusion  as  to  the  results  in  regard  to  (he  fees  and  emolu- 
ments of  that  officer. 

The  committee  had  before  them  the  late  sheriff,  N.  Tracy, 
Esq.,  who  handed  to  them  a  statement  marked  T,  shewing  the 
nett  amount  received  by  him  for  the  yeai  1845,  to  be  $5,053.16. 

Your  committee  had  before  them  also,  P.  Reigart  and  J.  T. 
Laws,  Esqrs. ,  the  former  in  regard  to  the  fees  and  emoluments  of 
the  office  under  Mr.  Tracy  in  1S45,  and  liie  latter  was  clerk 
under  Mr.  Tracy,  and  is  at  present  chief  clerk  under  the  present 
sheriff,  who  states  that  the  business  of  the  office  is  less  now  on 
account  of  (he  separation  of  the  ci!.y  from  the  county,  whilst  the 
profits  of  the  said  office  are  about  the  same  as  formerly. 

The  committee  nmy   safely  take  upon   themselves  to  say,  that 

the  office  of  sheriff  of  Baltimore  ciiy  does    not  produce   less  than 

nett  .$5,000.

idd  made   his  collections:  and    therefore,    the    receipts   of  Mr. 

Tracy,  late  sheriff  is  the  only  criterion  your  committee  can  adopt. 

The  few  days  now  remaining  of  the  session,  leave  your  com- 

ni:tee  no  time  to   investigate  the  fees  and    emoluments  of  the 

)ffices  of  the  clerk  of  Baltimore  counly  court,  iii^d  the  register  of 

vills  for  Baltimore  city  and  county.

The  clerk  of  said  court  furtlier  states  that  the  comp^.rativeiy 
small  amount  of  (he  fees  of  181;'),  stiU  outstanding  are  woiih  but 
very  little.      What  the  amount  is,  is  not  staled. 

For  the\  ears  l84Gand  iSlT,  ilie  amounts  receiv«d  f.re  not  given, 
owing  to  the  want  of  k^e.pinfr  a  proper  record  of  the  same  ;  so 
that  your  coiumiitee  can  form  no  idea  of  tiie  sums  received  fur 
those  years,  but  from  the  great  increase  of  popuiaiion,  business, 
<fcc.,  your  committee  cannot  ihink  it  can  be  less  than  tlje  above 
amounts. 

Whilst  your  committee  have  not  been  able  to  arrive  at  the  re- 
ceipts for  each  year  separately  or  expendilnr-s  either,  wliich  was 
all  important  in  this  investigaiion,  iliey    have  been  put  ia  posses-
